A few extracts from the reports of the 


Indian bureau during the four successive 
years of this ''administrative permd".iie> 
of interest in connection with the above 
statements. 


In his report for 1877 the secretary says 


"The Indian Territory has room for most 
of the southwestern tribes, which should be 
gradually located there as thev Dome under 
the control of the government. 
One or 


two reservations in the northwest, this side 
of the mountains, and a similar conso!ida< 
lion of reservations on the Pacific slope, to 
be determined upon after more minute in 
quiry 
into 
local circumstances, 
will 


accommodate the northern Indians. 
The 


interspersion of Indians and whites, which 
is apt to lead, to troublesome collisions, 
can in this way be considerably limited 
and greater facilities will be afforded for 
the promotion of civilization." tie adds: 
"The report of the commissioner of Indian 
affairs, which I herewith present, contains 
valuable suggestions as to the policy to be 
" 
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pursued." 


The rommissioher's report opens thus: 


"Jo 
considering 
any 
comprehensive 


scheme for the ' civilization of the Indian 
race it is indispensable at the outset to 
throw aside Ihe sentimentality that is so 
fashionable in our day and to treat the 
subject m a practical and Common sense 
way." 


The commissioner then goes ori to enunv 


erate seven features of this "practical and 
common sense way." 
The seventh is, "A 


steady concentration of the smaller bands 
of Indians on the larger reservations" 
He says: "Experience has demonstrated 


' 
the impolicy of sending Northern Indians 
to the Indian Territory. To go no further 
back than the date, of the Pawnee removal 
it will be, seen that the effect of a radical 
change of climate is disastrous, as this 
tribe alone in the first tu-e years lost by 
death over eight-hundred out of its num- 


' her of 2,376. The Northern Chevcnnes 


have suffered severely, and the Poncas 
who were recently removed from contact 
with the unfiiendly Sioux, and arrived 
there in July last, have alteady lost thirty- 
six by death, which by an ordinary com- 
putation'would be the death rate of the en- 
tire tribe for four ytirs. In this cennec- 


' lion I recommend the removal of all the 


Indians in Colorado and Arizona to the In- 
diaiK Territory." 
» 
• 
» 
The 


true remedy for these evils (the Indians' 
restlessness and the enormous expense of 


--transporting annuities nnd"?tipplies to 
— them) is their immediate removal to the 


Indian Territory, where 58.000 square 
miles arc set apart for the u-e of Indians, 
where they can be fed and clothed at. a 
greatly diminished expense, and where, bet 
terthan all, they can be kept in obedience 
and taught to become civilized and self 
supporting." It is a curious illustration of 
ignorance or thoughtlessness, or both, that 
the Indian Bureau should have been un- 
der the impression that there would be no 
"radical change of climate" for the Utes 
involved in moving them- from Colorado 
to Indian Territory. 


This fsjtfp "policy" of 1877, the policy 


which the secretary now sajy he discov- 
ered was "mistaken," and that, therefore, 
for "the greater part of his administrative 
period," it was "abandoned." The re- 
ports of the department for the following 
year give no symptom of any such discov- 
ery or abandonment. 


In 1878 the secretary opens his report 


by statihg thatin his last report he sketched 
"apian of an Indian policy" which lie 
now "firmly believes would in the course 
of time, bring satisfactory results." 
The 


first point in this policy he says, is "t.ie 
permanent location of the Indians on -a 
smaller number of reservalions." -He 
says : "The consolidation qf a number of 
agencies has been undertaken," and gives 
details of such consolidation 
He says : 


"The northwestern tribes will in the course 
of time have to be concentrated m a sim- 
ilar manner on a few reservations MSI of 
the Rocky mountains and on the 1'acific 
slope." 
. In the report of the commissioner ol In- 
dian affairs for this year are still further 
details of this "policy." A bill has been 
drawn "p the Indian bureau and sent to 
the house committee, "providing for the 
removal and consolidation of certain Iv 
xdtans in the ^states of-Oregon, Colorado, 


Iowa, Kansas. Nebraska, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota and the territories of Washing 
ton and 
Dakota." The commissioner 


siys- 
"A reduction of twenty five reser- 


vations and eleven agencies will thus be 


- effected, and there will be "restored to the

In h.s report for 1879 the Secretary

says, "this is a mistake, at leait so far as 
this department is concerned " He then 
enumerates five features of this policy 
The feature of removing oj consolidating 
Indians he no longer mentions in that 
phraseology, 
In this report he cills it— 


"To dispose with their consent of those 
lands on tbeir reservations which are not 
set'Ied and i.ed by them, the proceeds tr> 
form a fund for their benefit which 
gradually reli.'ve the government of the 
expenses at present provider! for by nn 
nual appropriations." 
This sounds better 


to the ear. 
It is only necessary, however, 


to go on to the more detailed report of the 
commissioner to sec that the policy of the 
department is still uunchanged and has 
been acted upon throughout the ytar. 


The commissioner says: "In .my last 


annual report the policy and economy of 
consolidating many ol our Indian agen- 
cies were urged at length, with the recom- 
mendation that the surplus lands be sold 
and the proceeds thereof be used for the 
Benefit of the Indians, 
During the cur- 


rent ' year the Omaha and Winnebago 
agencies have been consolidated, and the 
Red Lake and Leech Lake agencies have 
beeri consolidated with the White Earth 
agency." &c. He reiterates the recom- 
menrl'ition-i m-vle in 1877.'that "all the 
Indians in Colorado and Arizona" should 


j moved to Indian Territory, and the re- 


commendation made in~i878, thafj 'Jail 
Utes should be removed at once to Indian 
^erritory." 
•And this is the Indian policy of 1879, as> 


set forth in the repdrts of the secretary 
and the commissioner- 
Evidently it .has 


not yet been made . >-lear to 'he secretaFy 
hat the policy of 1877 was "mistaken." 
Evidently it is not yet "abandoned." 


There remains the fourth and last year 


of Ihis administrative period above refer- 
red to. Do we find thvs "mistaken policy" 
abandoned in this fourth and last year.?

By this 
"consolidation" the Ules those of them 
who are left in Colorido-are just as surely 
condemned to death by starvation as if 
hey had been chained to rocks in CaU 
cas'us, with this additional inhumanity, 
hat their dying will take longer.
